This, he said, is due to the technical ievel'beuig fixed 
by thfe most gifted inventors, while the ethical level is 
determined by the least benevolent men, because of the 
way in which “the processes of selection for positions of 
authority favor ruthless power-seekers.” 

Since human aggression is so deep-seated, the only 
solution, said Dr. Anthony Storr, a London psychiatrist, 
was to find substitutes for war. 

"Our only hope," he said, "is that we can continue 
war by other means than the pitmitive one of killing 
each other.” 

The ideal would probably be to copy those species 
which have ritualized aggression to the point of making 
threats without coming to blows. 

Perhaps something of the sort has already been 
achieved with the cold war.

According to the eminent German animal behaviorist 
Dr. K. Lorentz. there are several. It helps to distribute 
the animals evenly over the available habitat, it selects 
the strongest to defend the family or h«d, and « estab¬ 
lishes social rank or a "pecking order" which ensures the 
rule of an exiierienced leader. 

Because the fighting is ritualized the species does not 
destroy itself, and its evolutionary ad%outages far out¬ 
weigh the occasional accidental death. 


Animals, from the hippopotamus to the ant. have, for 


various reason, aggressive traits. 


But the specie* which shows up worst in biological 
r es earch on animal aggression is homo sapiens. Only in 
man is aggression so uncontrolled as to lead to wholesale 
killing within a species. 

This human peculiarity is being increasingly studied 
by scientists, who compared notes at a recent Institute 
of Biology meeting in London on "the natural history of 
aggression.” 

Primitive man. it emerged, is no better thrfh modern 
man; tfee Willlgiman-Wallalua, of New Guinea, whose 
lives are 'an unending round of death and revenge” 
.reveal, according to one anthropologist, "the essentials 
of the pristine state of man.”

But why is human aggression mote extreme than 
among animals’ Stanislav Andreski of the University of 
Ibadan ascribes It to a disbalance between technical 
ingenuity and moral awareness. 


Non-human animals are continually fighting other 
members of their own species, but except in very crowded 
conditions, or in captivity, they seldom kill one another. 

“It is very difficult to find any examplex.«l (rue oyert 
fighting resulting In the death of the lower among mam¬ 
mals under normal conditions in the wild.” said Dr. L 
Harrison Matthews, scientific director of the London Zoo. 

The weapons of wild animals are potentially so 
dangerous that fighting is ritualized into display, threat, 
and submission and appeasement, so that fights are 
generally no more than trials of strength followed by 
disengagement and rapid withdrawal by the weaker " 

The fights between stags during the msting season, 
lor example, are usually only ant ler-to-antier shoving 
matches in which the weaker animal concede* defeat and 
runs away before It gets hurt, and the ritual fighting of 
wolves ends with the weaker animal putting itself com¬ 
pletely at the mercy of the other by rolling on Us back 
and exposing its most vulnerable parts. But it Is not 
normally killed.

! senes a place In eiery garden Is Ihe 
I Qirialinax rose, helicimins niger Not 
■ "fatty is it an excellent and . king-lived 
dwarf perennial, but its chaste amt deli¬ 
cate blooms appear at a time when 
flowers are leu. 

Lei's get one thing straight first 
the Christmas rose is not a rose at all, 
bul a member of the buttercup family. 
And the appealing beauly of the flow- 
ers" is due to their bracts rather than 
to the petals, like the dogwood and 
poursettia. 

* * * 

A sturdy and well-deieloped jilant, 
settled down comfortably in a spot to 
its liking, can pinduee JS to 50 blooms 
every winter without'fail, and some 
extra - vigorous specimens have been 
known tn hear as many as 150 blooms. 
They won't put on this kind of per¬ 
formance without a little help for, while 
long - lived and persuMpl, this winter 
gem must have the ootrect care to be 
truly rewarding 

Once established. Ihe hellebores de¬ 
test being moved. I often get complaints 
in the mail from folks who cannot get 
their' plants to bloom but. tn almost 
•very etse, It turned out the owners 


had shifted the plants every spring in 
and endeavor to find the combination 
of soil and aspect which would Induce 
flowerim: The,poor things had never 
liecn allowed to remain In one place 
lone enough lo settle down 

To flower Ireelv Ihe Christmas nwe 
should have a position whore Ihe plants 
will enjoy plenty of winter sunshine 
Imt some protection from Ihe heat of 
the sun in summer. .Somehow Ihe idea 
has got about the hellebores ate ail 
shade-lover*. This Is not correct: the 
plant- will seldom do their sluff unless 
you can give them a south, west or 
southwest aspect. 

AAA 

The plant goes into its dormant pe¬ 
riod in summer and during its lime 
of rat it needs cool shade Probably - 
the easiest wav to scour* auch a sun- 
in-winter, shade-in-summer position is 
to choose a spot shadowed by the foliage 
of a leaf-losing tree or shrub. If surh 
a site is sheltered also from the pre-. 
vailing winds, so much the better. 

Good drainage is another im|>ortant 
fktlni. for no winter - flowering plant 
can endure heavy, sodden soil. Unless 
your groexxt ia free-draining and free 
from winter puddle*. It Is best to plant 
your Christinas rose* in a raised bed 
made up of two parts topsoil, one part 


old rotted manure or compost, and one 
pan coarse sand, adding one cup of 
hydrated lime anil l’t cups lsinenie.il 
per -.quare y aid • 

The plants are set in exactly as 
you would plan! strawberries with the 
crowns level with the soil surlare. about 
IS inches apart and with the nxits well 
spread out rather than dropi>cd into a 
narrow trowel hole Like the straw¬ 
berry . mo deep planting will rot the 
crown, while too shalkxv treatment per¬ 
mits the- roots to dry out 
* * * 

The hellcboi e-s love an annual mulch 
of old rotted leaves, always with a 
sprinkle of lime to Counteract the acid¬ 
ity of the leaf mould This mulch will 
keep the weeds down and ensure cool 
rooting conditions In September, when 
the plants ate starting into active 
growth, it is helpful to give a little 
liquid seaweed fertilizer in water. 

While the Christmas rose will bloom 
quite freely in our favored climate 
without any protection at all. the chaste 
beauty of the white flowers is often 
marred by mud splashes during heavy* 
winter downpours. For this reason It* 
Is a good idea to rig up cinches or some 
kind of extemporized frame t» protect 
•gainst rain and keep the blossoms 
Unsullied.
